Having taken such observa'ions as he could
without exciting suspicion, Ouicer Walling ro-
ported to Caplan Pelty, und the Captain yes-
terday alternoon sent six unuuitormed men
under command of Detective Odicer Kichard
Field, to make an fnvestigation, cloge the place
if it should prove to be & gitc-lotiery office, and
10 take into custody all persons concerned, The
officers readily obtawed Ifrom tue brokers,
whose offices are nt Mo, 62 Brosaway, all tne in-
formation that they requirea, and Baving satis-
ed thempelves Lhat the proprietors of the lot-
tery lnd about sixty persons in their employ,
they ernt to Captain Stecrs wnd Captain War-
low for detalls of odicers to wd in eflecting the
arrest, These arrived, the pluce was entered,
and all were made priconers, the number beng
3 young men and 29 young women, and the
manager,

The business was ostensibly under direction
of  “Ulmk, Weoster & Co., baokers and
mAanagers:” nat it has boen ascertained that
1hese are not the names of the roal proprietors.
They commenced work in their new coterprise
sbout three weeks ago, and were occupying,
yesterday, three large rooms on the tirst floor
and & large rosm ou the second floor of No, 62
Broadway, saud at the time of the nrrest aji
these rooms were filled with clergs, folding nmgl
inclogmg olrculars, writing addresses from u
score of large volumes cootaining the names
of purchasers of tickets in A, A, Kelley’ recent
prize affurr at Chicago, stamuing envelopes, and
packing thousenos of lettors n United Btates
niail-bage, such us are commonly nsed in newspa-
per offices, Cireulars, tickets, and postage stamps
had been provided by the prooriators by the
hundred thousand, and there was evidence that
the lotlery people had already seat abrond
many thousande ol their schemes, and were pra-
pared to get oot the entire 1,287,148 tickets for
which thelr prospectus provides, betore the
middle of next monib, The mails were being
wade up for the day, and the masnitode of
thelr business mey be seen in the (ot that at )
o'clock P. M.. when not wore than halt the
slamps had been affixed, the officers found
twelve laree mail-baes foll of stamped and
addresscd letters, properly assorted by States,
and revdy for trunsmission to the post office,
Each ot these letters contuined a prospectus, n
private circular to ageots, and u sheet of eight
tickets.

OBWTUARY.

The Rev, Dr. Livingstone.
A cable despatch apnounces that the celes
brated Afriean traveller and missionary, the
Rev, Dr, David Livingstone, has been killed by

the Cafires. Mr, Livingstone was born at Bian:
tyro, upon the banks of the Clyde, near Giae
gow, in 16817, Ae a yooth he earped his livell-
hood in the cotton mills of Blantyie, but by
hard labor he was enabled to pureus, durimng
the winter months, hin studles at Glasgow, A«
he grew up be resolved to devote himaelf to the
life of a misrlonnry, hopng that Arrics or Chins
would be the seene of Lis Jabors, At'ey study-
Ing medicine and theology, he olfered his <er-
yioes, in 16838, ro the London Missionary Soclety
and was aceepted, He reached the shores ol
Alfrica in the summer of 1840. For sixtecn
yoars (1840.56) he labored al various stations in
South Afnes, In 1855 the Royal Geographical
Society of England conferred upon him the
Victoria or Patron'™ gold medal. In the same
yeur, Dr. Livingstone suoccessfuily made a
ourney scross Sputhern Africa, He visiwed
Fugland in 18566, and met with a magniticent ro-
ceplion. In 1868 be returned to Afrioa and cou.
tinued hin geographbical eszplorations, His
works ot his travels in Africa bhave had an im-
mepse ¥nle, and endeared bis nnme to tens of
thousands in both homispheros,

Hon, John Preston,

The Hon. John Preston, & vromineyt adyo-
cate of the prineiples of temperance and liberty
wmong the public men of New Hampshire, died
at his residence in New Ipswich, on Tuesduy,
Murch 6. at the age of 65, Mr. Preston was o
rradunte of Harvard University in the class of
823, where he was distingnisned for his soe-
cesstul devotion to stuly, the rare kindness of
his disposition, and his {riendly and winning
manners, After purtoing u course of legal study
he beeame a member of the bar in New Ipswich,
and preserved the reputation throuch life of a
sound and learned lawver, faithful in the dis-
charge of professional duty, snd a model of dili-
gence and integrity. Onginally n warm admirer
of Henry Clay he acted with the Whigs until the
formation of the Liberty party, and since the
vear 1844 took a conspicooug rank ns a Free
Soller and Rmrnblimm. He was & member of
the House of Representatives and the Senate of
New Hampehire for more than twelve years and
1 16862 wa= the Kree Soil candidnte for United
Stutes Senutor. Upon his first election to the
State Senate, he was the only member of that
body who was not a Democrat, and solitary snd
alone he battled uwnflinchinely for liberty and
temperance. Few men in New Hampshire were
so penerally known and so contidently trosted
by the friends of those princinles as the de-
censed, He will long be remembered among
them for his ardent devotion to the cauge, and
the manly and generous spirit in which he pro-
mouted 1ts interests,

Dishop Soule.

A dispateh trom Nushville anpownioes the
death ot the Rev. Joshua Boule, Bishop of the
Southern Methodist Church, and seoior Metho-
dist Bishop of the United States, at the age of
86 yeurs, Bishop Soule was born in Bmastol,
Maine. on August 1,51781, He was licensed {o
reach in 1798, ordained elder 1n 1502, and in
804, appointed presiding elder of the Muine
district, which embraced twelve circuits and
one station within & circumfercnce of
twelve hundred miles, In 1808 he atiended
the General Conference at Baltimore, and
drew up the constitution' of a delegated
General Conference which was then adopted,
In 1846 he was elected Book Agent and editor of
the Mrthodist Magazine. Being elected Bishop
in 1520 he declined ordination, but accepted
when re-elected in 1824, In 1843 he became
genfor Bisliop of the Church, in congequence of
the death of Bishop Roberts, At the division of
the Church in 1844 Blshop Soule went with the
Southern portion. He was onposed to gecesslon,
and 18 sald 10 have remained a pro-sluvery Unlon
man thropghout the war, His Unionism did not,
however, change hig unylelding opposition to
the llll;i slavery spirit of the Northern Methodist
Church.

Tenxisn Prav.—The Allyemeine Zoitung de-
geribes a ourious play in the Turkish language
which was brought out the other day in the
theatre at Constantinople. It is entitled
Perviz, and is the production of a young Turk
educated at Parig, named Heider Ali Bey, The
author shows a considerable acquaintance with
the peculinrities of Torkish metres, and the
play has many highly poetical passages,
although the comic element seems greatly to
predominate over the serions, The hero, a
philosophical milliongaire, enters on the stage
with a long disquisition on what would have
happened if the world had never existed,
“There would have bean,' he says, “neither
laughing nor crying, neither rose-buds, nor
r1lp-]-v:1l‘l-l‘.—. uor Il\ltmi, !li'ilhl'l’jﬂ_\' 1NOYr s0rrow,
neither pleasure nor pain,’' and so on, ina
suceession of negatives which might obviously
be continued ad  igfinifin withomt  any
great effort  of thought on the part
of speaker or hearer. This very tedious
philosopher falls in love with & lady
called *Choesh Huma,"' or *“the beautiful
bird of paradise.'” He is strongly warned, |
both by his Mentor “*Akyl" (good sense) and
his maid-servant Teharesatz, who has herself a |
snenking kinduness for dm, against the dan-
gers of the tender passion, but he turns a deaf
ear to all thelr admonitiong, and sends Tehare-
satz to his mistress with & love-letlor and a ’
purse full of liras to advance his suit. In the |
second act “*Chosh Huma'' receives *‘Tohara-
satz’! with a haughty colduess which bodes no
good to “Perviz,” but she softens rapidly at
the sight of the purse, and invites her lover to ‘
a banguet. “Perviz'’ appears at the appointed
time, and his mistress, after exchanging some
highflown compliments with him, takes him
into the dining-room, npon which the ocurtain
i# discreetly lowered, and the second act ¢loses.
The third act iz a very short one. “Perviz"’
is disvovered in n desert in rags, the faithless
“Cosh Huma' havimg robbed him and then
turned him out into the stroet, While ho is
lnmenting his fate *'Tcharesatz,” the good
genius of the plece, arrives, who consolas him
and takes him home, The author of this play
lias since written two other pieces of the same
clags, which, however, are &aid to be superior,
both in matter and maunasy, to Pervis.

The feeling en-
tertained by a majority of the Senate that the
facts thus far elicited {y the House Judiciary
Committee wonld prove a dangerous basis
upoen which to proceed to impeachment, will
foree the House to agree to an adjonrnment to
October next. Benators take the position that
if there is any dincerity in the movement of
the leading prosecutors the House should pro-
ceed immediately to carry out their pro-
gramme, or consent to an adjonrnment over
the summer monthy, and thereby virtually
acknowledge the abandonment of the whole
question. A leading Representative, on being
informed of the action, or want of action, of
the Senate caucus, exclaimed, *“I am very glad
of it.” It is claimed by some of the pro-
nounced conservatives that many of those
who voted for the adjournment to May were
induced to do so only through the stimulant
of a severe party discipline.

The Defalcation Fever—MMore Frauds
Discovered—Excitoment In Basiueus
Civecles, Ete.

Barristore, March 8,—There is increased
exciteroent here among the banking houses,
insurance compunies, and private business
liouses, since the National Mechanics’ Bank
defaleation.
